Washington, Nov. “14, 4.—Secretary Bryan declared today | 
that none of the instruction to John Lind contained any state- 
ment of the alternative United States would pursue in the event 
of Huera’s failure to meet this government’s demands for his re- 
tirement. 

Mr. Bryan made this statement in response to inquiries as to 
the truth of a recent report from Vera Cruz that Mr. Lind has 
delivered a note to General Huerta informing him that if he had 
not abdicated the presidency by tomorrow noon the United 
| States would blockade the Mexican ports. 

Mr. Bryan declared that at no time had this government 
stated what its course would be if Huerta refused to accede to its 
demand for complete elimination. 

Mr. Bryan likewise declined to say what course of action the 
United States would pursue if the Mexican congress is convened 
tomorrow in the face of representations by this government, that 
it will not recognize any of that body’s acts as legal. 

The secretary said that thus far no foreign power had in- 
terposed any objection to the course that United States are tak- 
ing in its endeavor to restore order in Mexico.

Washington, Noy. 14.—-The importa- 
tion of 30,600,000 pounds of foreign 
meat during the first 80 days of the 
Underwood tariff law was in effect 
hardly caused a dent in the market. 
Notwithstanding the importation of a 
Jarge number of cattle and sheep under 
the free cattle provision of the tariff 
law, yearling beeves reached the high- 
est mark of the year on November ‘th, 
one month to a day after the tariff law 
went into effect, and the prices on all 
eattle showed a slight increase. 

The prices on meat cuts were slightly 
lower on November 7 than on October 
4. Tt will, however take far more than 
1,000,000 pounds a day to cause any 
great reduction in the cost of meat, 
according to officials of the department 
of agriculture because of the scarcity 
in this country. 

On October 4 the prices of cuts rang~ 
ed from eight cents on plates to 19-1-2 
eents on loins. On November 4, ‘the! 
prices ranged from 8 1-4 te 18 1-2 
cents, showing a drop of only 1 cent 
a pound on the best and a sight in- 
crease on the cheaper, 

On October 4 in the Chicago market 
the price of beef steers ranged from $7 
to $940 a hundred, On November 4, 
the price ranged from $7.10 to $9.36 a 
hundred. Yearlings, however, reached 
their highest mark of the season on

while the basic industries of Alberta must necessarily be 
agriculture and coal, the investments which Britishers were 
offered were invariably land and mortgages on land; in other 
words, real estate. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Sparks places his finger upon a very 
important point, Land and mortgages on land may be quite 
good enough security, but the values in these can only be made 
pernutnent by the development of the basic industries. A 
mili sn invested in a coal proposition, for instance, which 
would guarantee steady dividends, would represent a million 
of capital applied to its proper function—the development of 
a natural resource. The investment of the same amount in 
farm tand might have the exactly opposite effect—the retard- 
ing of the development of so much of the natural resources

TARIFF ARRANGEMENT, 

Under the present one-sided tariff arrangement Canadian 
farmers may ship to the United States market and there get 
i higher price for their beef, mutton and dairy products than 
they have heretofore been getting in Canada, but the 
Canadian consumer is precluded from buying in the United 
Stites market the things which may be had cheaper to the 
south of the line. 

The effect of this arrangement is that while the price he 
must pay for beef goes higher to the Canadian householder, 
ihe prices of other things do not come down to the compen- 
salting advantage of the Canadian. With the United States 
market open, the Canadian consumer is compelled to pay the 
sume price as the United States consumer for the food products 
Canada has to sell, but with the Canadian market closed he is 
compelled to pay a higher price for the food products Canada 
has to buy.

O'Higgins, Co-Author of Burns 
Detective Drama, Is 37 Today 

Harvey J, O'Higgins, the young Canadlan- 
American author who celebrated with W, 
J, Burns, the famous detective, in writing

Robert Smythe Hichens, the famous Eng-

ing an American Count von Bernstorff has 
followed the example of his father, for the

Grant Banquet 34 Years Ago 
Memorable Feast of Oratory; 

It was Just’ 34 years ago this morning 
that some 600 people departed from the 
Banquet hall of the old Palmer House in 


“Chicago after one of) the most memorable 


oratorical feasts in American history,  Prob- 
ably few who gathered about the banquet 
boards on that red-letter night, when the 
Veterans greeted their general, Grant, after 
his trlumphal tour of, the world, are now 
in the land of the living, but to ‘he few 
survivors of the vanishing 600 this must 
‘bo a day of glorious memories, 

Grant himself was one of the speakers, 
and Sherman and Sherjdan.and many others 
of the famous soldiers and statesmen of 
the republic addressed the dinners, but the 
two addresses that gave the banquet a 
permanent place in this history of American 
oratory were delivered by Mark ‘Twain and 
Col. Robert Green Ingersoll—the supreme 
humorist and the most eloquent orator of 
their nation and itime 

Mark Twain responded to the toast of 
“Babies,” which conceded with a sentence 
that set the banquet hall in’ an uproar, 
In that inimitable drawling voice, now for- 
ever silenced, he sald; 

“i Ms cradle, somewhere under the flag, 
the future tlustrious commander-in-chief 
of the American armies {3 so Huule burden- 
ed with his approaching grandeurs and re- 
sponsibilities as to -be giving his whole 
strategic mind, at this moment, to trying 
to find some way to get his own big toe 
Into his Mouth, an achleyment which 
(meaning no disrespect). the — lustrous 
guest of this evening also turned his at- 
tention to some 56 years ago. And if the 
ehild is but the father of whe man, there 
are mighty few who will doubt that he 
succeededi” : 

At that conclusion the audience broke 
into cheers-and roars of laughter, and 
even the reserved Grant felt the contagion 
of mi th, 

Evew greater was the triimph of Col, 
Ingersoll “Pagan Bob,” who moved to alter- 
nate laughter and tears: the greatest man 
of the republic, In a letter to Willian 
Dean Howells, quoted in A, B, Paine's 
“Mark Twain,’ Mr, Clemens pald the fol-

CITY ADMINISTRATION. 


The Editor: 

Sir,—The latest proposals of Mayor 
Short in creating new branches, or 
enlarging existing branches, of the 
central administration at the city hall, 
draws attention to the necessity for a 
general examination of the present 
and proposed organization. The fol- 
lowing bodies or departments now 
constitute or are associated with cen- 
tral administration: | Commissioners, 
treasurer, city clerk, city solicitor, au- 
ditor, cost engineer, inspector of de- 
partments; all of these bodies or de- 
partments having staffs under the di- 
rect control of the head thereof. To 
these it is now proposed to add a fin- 
ance comptroller, and the cost engin- 
cer Js to have a different status in be- 
ing subject to the council only, The 
auditors are to be paid more than the 
original allowance for this year, and 
are.to do less for It, as the work. of 
preparing the annual financial report 
(the most important piece of work in 
the year) is to be taken from them and 
{s presumably to be prepared by the 
comptroller. The audit of the utilities 
and institutions, such ss the school 
board and hospitals, is not mentioned 
in the mayor's proposals, and it is to 
be presumed that some other arrange- 
ment is contemplated in respect there- 
of. I-presume that it is intended that 
the comptroller shali audit the books 
of the utilities, and if this is so, then 
the duties of the auditors are still fur- 
ther reduced, while being paid a higher 
fee. It is proposed that the comptrol- 
ler shall be paid $5,000 for 1914, and it 
must be presumed that he will have a 
staff which might easily cost another 
$5,000 a year, 

In view of these proposed changes, 
it is surely time that the whole ques- 
tion of central administration should 
be considered in an intelligent manner, 
instead of the haphazard policy of pil- 
ing one official on another in the vague 
hope of some coming out right. 

By contrast with the absurdly over- 
elaborate organization contemplated 
by Mr. Short, the extreme simplicity 
of the system in existence in England 
is worth consideration. There the city 
clerk is usually, if not always, a Dar- 
rister, who.combines the functions of 
clerk and solicitor; the treasurer, who 
is the chief accounting officer (in bor- 
oughs he is designated the borough ac- 
countant), who performs” the duties 
contemplated for our proposed comp- 
troller, treasurer and inspector. An- 
other comparison could be made as be- 
tween the city engineer (in England) 
as against our city engineer, construc- 


tion department, and cost engineer, 
and so on ad infinitum. 
In both Toronto and Montreal the 


treasurer is the chief accounting and 
‘nancial officer, and I:see no adequate 
reason why the treasurer here should 
not exercise the same functions, sub- 
ject, of course, to the control of the 
commissioners (elected or appointed). 
In my opinion the proposed appoint- 
ment of a comptroller is a sheer waste 
of money. * * te 4 Fopy 

‘T'agred that it should not be a*duty 
of the auditors to prepare the annual 
financial report, this belng usually a 
duty placed upon the chief accounting 
ofiicer such as the treasurer, The 
Edmonton charter {s an exception to 
this fairly general rule. 

The foregoing is by the limitations 
of space necessarily a mere outline, but 
I trust that it may point the way to 
reform.

VACCINATION 


Dear Sir.—In Tuesday's issue of the 
Capital I noticed a reply to my letter 
of the 8th inst. from Dr. T. H. White- 
law, medical health officer, relative to 
the controversy that has arisen at the 
insistence of the public over the pres- 
ent compulsory vaccination low. This 
letter goes so far as to state that the 
statements of my previous letter were 
not founded upon facts, notwithstand- 
Ing the fact that I took particular care 
to quote the expressed opinions of the 
highest obtainable authorities in the 
world in condemnation of vaccination, 
On the other hand the medical health 
officer quoted his personal opinion 
alone as sufficient evidence against 
the above quoted authorities. Another 
statement that will not appeal to the 
public intelligence was that “Sanitary 
conditions have little or nothing to 
do with the prevalence of smallpox.” 

A sclentific record of any number 
of cases from any city in the world of 
an authentic nature cannot be found 
to support such an unscientific state- 
ment. As for {ts being more prevalent 
among good-living people in our city 
[ask that further proof be submitted 
of such instances, and also proof that 
the diagnosis was of a correct nature, 
as errors of the latter nature have 
occurred in this efty. In addition to 
this, the explanation alone remains 
that whatever smallpox has found its 
Way into sanitary homes has gotten 
there through outside contact of the 
members of the family with unsan- 
ity or diséased people or environments 


elsewhere; if not, and if the above 
quoted statement is correct, why 
quarantine for the disease? 

The following quotation is -espe- 
cially applicable to this case: 

Dr. Montague R. Leverson, M.S., 
AM. Ph.D, of Brooklyn, N.Y, in a 
paper read before the Medico-Legal 


Society of the state of New York, said: 
“An unhappy feature of this. state- 
supported vaccination rite, is the de- 
moralization of its medical profession 
which seems to have been caused by 
it, and the appalling  unveracity to 
which it seems to have led on the pert 
of nearly all the public health officials 
of Europe and America, To such an 
extent has this unveracity been car- | 
ried that I feel forced to declare that 
no credit whatever should be given 
to any statement touching smatipox 
or. vaccination made by publie health 
}officers, unless supported by abun- 
}dant independent testimony. But 
grievious as has been the conduct cf 
| the medical profession, the press gen- 


erally of the United States has been |

press,” An effective rule for those 
doubting the efficacy of vaccination to 
follow, 1s this: When approached by 
the Medical Health Officer ask him the 
following questions: What ts vaccine 
virus? What iy vaccine lymph? What 
{s pure calf lymph? ‘You will find by 
their answers that they do not know 
what they are meddling with. Tho 
interpretation of the word 
from the Greek, its source, is ‘to teach’ 
or ‘teacher,’ and does not in any way 
imply e moral policeman with unlimi- 
ted discretion,” ' 

During the Franco-Prussian war, 
well-yaccinated Germany lost 124,000 
soldiers, and “poorly” vaccinated 
France lost but 58,000 soldiers by 
smallpox. In Italy during the years 
1887-88-89 there were over 180,000 
cases of smallpox, and 48,000 deaths 
with 981% per cent of the population 
vaccinated and revaccinated every six 
months for years, Since the compul- 
sory law was passed In Japan, 1885 to 
1908, with practically 100 per cent. of 
the population vaccinated and _ revac- 
cinated, there has been 288,000 cases of 
smallpox, with 77,500 deaths, or a mor- 
tality rate of 27 per cent. In prevac- 
cInation epedemics in Europe the rate 
never exceeded 15 per cent, China, 
the only unvaccinated country in the 
world, has been left quite undisturbed 
compared to the rest of the world,

If pressed to the ex- 
tremity, the American government will 
lift the embargo on arms to aid the 
constitutionalists in composing the sl- 
tuation, but there fs still a hopeful- 
ness among high officials that such a 
step will prove unnecessary, 

No Mediation Offered. 

The United States has offered no 
mediation to the constitutionalists, but 
simply has endeavored to learn what 
protection would be promised to for- 
eigners and their property, and what 
would be the program ‘of action of the 
constitutlionalists if they were success- 
ful by arms, : 

The Washington government realizes 
that even shoyld Huerta announce his 
Intention to retire, a competent ma- 
chinery of government would have to 
be substituted and that negotiations 
for an armistice and peace arrange- 
ments looking towards a fair and free 
election would. have to be carefully 
planned out.

Widows amongst the higher castes of 
the Hindus are not allowed to marry agatn, 
This restriction extends to every widow, 
no matter what her age may be, = In many 
cases socloly is so strict that the mero 
fact that a girl has beon betrothed to a 
boy who has died places her under the 
ban, The census recenlly taken reveals 
the fact that there were no fewer than 
15,000-Infant girls, not a year old at the 
time of the enumeration, who must for 
ever remain widows, 

Amongst the lower castes girls who havo 
lost their husbands or their betrothed many 
remarry, In somo localities it 1s custom- 
ary for the younger brother of the de- 
ceased man to marry the wldow—a_ con- 
dition which, more often than not, results 
in polygamy, Amongst some tribes a& 
widow marriage is celebrated only during 
the dark of the moon, and none but women 
who haye been bereaved of thelr mates are 
allowed to be present, In some places the 
matrimonial service In such a case consists 
of merely throwing a sheet over the widow 
and the man she 18 marrying, this pro- 
cedure being considered sufficient  cere- 
mony, 

The Tnstitution of early marriage and 
perpetual widowhood, coupled with — the 
fact that widdowers, no matter what their 
age may be, even though one foot may 
be in tho grave, possess an irresistible 
desire io marry, produces a rather chaotlc 
matrimonial condition, Bridegrooms may 
be young or old, but brides are invartably 
immature, Thus it frequently happens 
that mere Infants are tled down to aged

It has long been demanded that Fra- 
ser Flats be Included in the delivery 
limits. The express companies have 
maintained that the amount of busi- 
ness from that district is insignificant 
and that the expense and difficuly of 
reaching that section are such as to 
render the demand unreasonable, On 
going over the ground the difficulties 
that would be entailed in negotiating 
the long hill road, particularly in time 
of wet weather, were obvious to the 
party, Though he did not commit him-

as the supply point for the grain nec- 
essary to fill the growing Asiatic de- 
mand. 

As Mr. Hattori explains it, there are 
two circumstances which militate 
against the export of Alberta wheat to 
the Orient at the present time, first, 
the failure of the Canadian transpor- 
tation systems to establish elevators 
and storage on the Pacific Coast, as a 
consequence of which cargoes are not 
immediately available to fill orders as 
they are in Portland, and secondly, the 
fact that the Japanese have become ac- 
customed to the Oregon soft wheat and 
have equipped all their milling plants 
for the handling of this class of grain, 

“When the railways are completed 
to the coast from this country,” says 
Mr. Hattori, “and elevators or storage 
warehouses are established so’ that 
upon receipt of a cable order grain can 
be loaded at once, und when freight 
rates from the Canadian ports to the 
Orient have been ‘placed upon an 
equality with those from Portland, 
there is no doubt Whatever that the 
superior quality of the Canadian wheat 
will very quickly give it first place in 
the market of the Orlent.’ 

The extent to which the Japanese and 
Chinese market for wheat and wheat 
flour may be developed, in the opinion 
of Mr. Hattori, is almost unlimited. At 
present rice holds first place in the 
Japanese regard, and rice flour is acs 
cepted as the proper food for the more 
well-to-do classes, but the double cir- 
cumstance that wheat flour is cheaper 
and that its use is steadily growing in 
favor maxes it certain that at some date 
in the not very distant future wheat 
flour will very largely displace rice. 
Being a free trader Mr. Hator! is of 
opinion that Japan must some day 
soon abolish its tariff on food stuffs 
and permit of free entry of all grains, 
including Canadian wheat. 

Mr. Hattori who is staying at the 
King Edward hotel, leaves today for 
the east.
